The Adlna Forms herd was awarded 
the official "Accredited Herd Certifi- 
cate" for tubreoulosis-free herds in 
May. This herd has never had an ani- 
mal condemned, and all additions are 
tested before being admitted to the 
herd, which Insures against Infection.

Lockhart surrendered late yeateTi 
day to 'Squire T. b: Matthews, de> 
daring, "I have oome to give myself 
up. I hare Just killed Agee." 

Lockhart shot and killed Agee when 
he found the latter In his home with 
his wife, Bertha. 

Mrs. Lockhart refused today to talk 
of the shooting, which she witnessed. 

I.nckliart told this story when he 
surrendered himself, police say: 

"I love Bird (Mrs. Lockhart), and 
have known tor some time she had 
been friendly with Agee. I "dlsap- 
proved. Wednesday when I came home 
unexpectedly I fonnd Agee In my 
home. 

"They evidently beard me mount the 
stairs, for there was some commotion. 
My wife ran to a bathroom, calling, 
'Don't shool him, IfarryV 

"I asked lier if sho would rather I 
would kill her and she replied, 'No.' 

"Then I told her 1 couldn't kill her 
because I loved her too much. 

"I then searched the house and 
found Agee in the attic. Ha fired at 
mo once and I shot twice. He fell 
dead. I then walked to the office of 
Squire Matthews and surrendered 
myself." 

I'olice were making a ae^irch of the 
attic thia mernini: for empiv cartridge 
shells fron. the automatic pistol of 
Agee. One Iniilet hole waa found m 
the attic stairs. Those who know Agee 
say he was an expert shot witli a re- 
volver.
